SCHOOL  REPORT. 


Citizens  of  Sanbornton :  Agreeably  to  the  requirements  of  the  law 
we  herewith  submit  the  report  of  public  instruction  for  the  past  year. 

When  we  entered  upon  the  duties  of  our  office  one  year  ago,  it  was 
with  the  confident  hope  that  the  interests  of  education  could  be  better 
promoted  under  the  new  (town)  system  than  under  the  old  (district) 
system.  We  are  glad  to  say,  after  a  year's  experience,  that  our  hope 
has  been  largely  realized. 

Under  the  old  system  school  privileges  in  our  town  were  very  unequal. 
This  is  apparent  when  we  look  a|^  the  extremes  as  manifested  in  the 
least  and  most  favored  districts,  Nos.  i6  and  2  ;  for.  while  on  an  aver- 
age for  the  last  five  years,  the  one  had  only  six  and  two-thirds  weeks 
schooling,  the  other  had  twenty-five  weeks.  The  average  amount  of 
schooling,  per  year,  for  the  above  time,  for  the  whole  town,  was  fifteen 
weeks. 

Under  the  new  system  for  the  past  year,  we  have  an  increased  aver- 
age for  the  whole  town  of  eleven  weeks ;  and,  have  reached  and  surpass- 
ed the  average  maximum  ot  schooling  in  favored  No.  2,  having  had 
twenty-six  weeks. 

It  will  be  said  that  more  money  was  appropriated  for  the  last  year 
than  heretofore,  and  this  is  readily  conceded.  But  it  will  be  remem- 
bered that  under  the  old  system  board  and  fuel  were  frequently  given 
to  lengthen  schooling  which  would  cover  in  part,  at  least,  the  increased 
appropriation.  What  is  left  after  that  deduction  will  not  account  for 
the  average  increase  of  more  than  a  third  schooling  for  the  whole  town. 
Must  it  not  therefore  be  accounted  for  by  the  superiority  of  the  new 
system  which  admits  of  dropping  schools  where  it  can  consistently  be 
done,  and  applying  the  money  to  lengthen  them  at  other  points,  thus 
securing  a  more  judicious  and  economical  expenditure  of  public  money  ? 
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(The  average  15  weeks  of  schooling  per  year  under  the  old  law  re- 
ferred to  above,  cost  an  average  amount  of  $1,415.04  for  the  same  time. 
The  $1,723,  which  under  the  new  law  has  given  us  26  weeks  of  school- 
ing for  the  whole  town,  would  have  given  under  the  old  only  about  18 
weeks.  It  would  have  required  under  the  old  law  $2,452,736  to  have 
given  the  town  26  weeks  of  schooling.  Therefore  that  amount  of 
schooling,  26  weeks,  costs  under  the  new  law  $729,506  less  than  it 
would  under  the  old.) 

The  quality  of  instruction  for  the  past  year,  perhaps,  has  never  been 
better,  if,  indeed,  it  has  ever  been  equalled.  In  the  main,  trained  and 
experienced  teachers  have  been  employed.  We  found  it  necessary, 
however,  as  it  has  been  found  necessary  in  other  towns,  to  employ  some 
beginners.  There  are  not  enough  trained  and  experienced  teachers  in 
New  England  to  supply  her  demands. 

The  late  report  of  the  State  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  in 
Connecticut  shows  that  of  3038  teachers  employed  in  her  schools  about 
400  each  year  are  new  at  the  work. 

It  is  hoped  the  day  will  come  when  there  will  be  more  teachers  who 
have  a  "working  knowledge^'  of  the  branches  taught  in  our  schools. 

We  hail  as  an  omen  of  good  the  increased  interest  manifested  in  our 
schools  on  the  part  of  parents  and  guardians  as  shown  in  the  visits  re- 
corded in  the  registers  for  the  pasi  season. 

As  touching  illustrative  apparatus  no  additions  have  recently  been 
made.  Maps,  globes,  books  of  reference,  etc.,  are  very  necessary  helps 
in  the  work  of  instruction,  and  we  hope  the  time,  will  come  when  every 
school-room  will  be  supplied. 

Most  of  our  school  houses  are  in  comfortable  condition.  Some,  how- 
ever, will  need  repairs  before  we  enter  upon  the  work  of  the  next  school 

year. 

In  the  matter  of  text  books  we  have  adopted  and  introduced   as  the 

standard  in  Arithmetic  "Greenleafs  New  Arithmetical  Series,"'  and  in 

reading,  the  "New  Franklin  Series."  Favorable  terms  of  exchange 
were  secured,  and  in  the  case  of  arithmetics  the  introductory  price  is  to 
be  the  contract  price  tor  the  period  of  five  years. 

For  facts  of  a  statistical  character  we  refer  to  the   statistical  table. 

In  referring  to  the  different  schools  in  the  District  and  to  their  Roll 
of  Honor,  the  old  number  and  names  are  used  as  a  matter  of  conve- 
nience. 
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District  No.  i.     (CalefHill). 

The  Spring  term  was  successfully  taught  by  Carrie  S.  Runnells.  Good 
progress  was  made  in  all  the  branches.  She  declined  further  service 
here  because  of  her  removal  from  town. 

The  school  work  of  the  Fall  and  Winter  terms  was  taken  up  and  car- 
ried forward  in  a  very  satisfactory  manner  by  Nellie  F.  Moulton  of  Til- 
ton.  It  was  her  first  experience  in  teaching,  but  she  proved  well  adapt- 
ed to  the  work. 

District  No.  2,     (Square). 

Julia  E.  True,  of  Center  Harbor,  taught  the  Spring  terrf.  Under  her 
management  it  was  so  nearly  a  model  school  that  there  was  little  to 
criticise.  We  were  unable  to  employ  her  longer  because  of  her  previ- 
ous engagements. 

The  school  for  the  Fall  and  Winter  terms  was  taught  by  Mary  A.Ste- 
vens, of  Salisbury,  a  teacher  of  experience,  who  did  good  work. 

District  No.  3.     (Hunkins.) 

For  the  Spring  and  Fall  terms  the  school  was  under  the  instruction 
of  Mrs.  Livona  M.  Hunkins.  Mrs.  Hunkins  has  had  a  large  experi- 
ence here  and  a  strong  hold  upon  the  school  A  good  deal  of  work 
was  done  during  the  terms.  Its  value,  however,  would  have  been  en- 
hanced by  cultivating  more  self-reliance  in  the  pupils. 

Anna  G.  Sumner,  of  Hill,  taught  the  Winter  term.  It  was  her  first 
experience  in  teaching,  but  bringing  to  her  work  good  scholarship  and 
special  preparations  for. recitations,  she  was  able  to  make  principles 
clear.  The  school  work  was  largely  review,  but  good  progress  was 
made  in  learning  and  explaining  the  reasons  of  things. 
District  No.  4.     (Meadow  Brook.) 

M.  H.  Robinson,  of  Meredith,  a  graduate  of  New  Hampton,  was  the 
teacher  in  charge  of  the  Spring  teim.  He  was  well  qualified  for  teach- 
ing, worked  hard,  and  had  deserved  success.  The  manner  of  study 
and  the  order,  however,  were  not  all  that  could  be  desired. 

Flora  G.  Howe,  of  Franklin,  a  graduate  of  the  Franklin  High  School, 
was  the  instructor  for  the  Fall  term.  She  pursued  her  work  diligently 
and  the  school  made  fair  progress  under  her  management.  With  bet- 
ter order  better  work  would  have  been  done. 
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The  Winter  school  was  under  the  charge  of  Simeon  C.  Frye,  who 
instituted  reform  in  the  matter  of  discipline  and  taught  an  excellent 
school. 

District  No.  5.     (Bay.) 

This  school  has  been  under  competent  teachers  and  made  excellent 
progress  during  the  entire  year. 

The  Spring  and  Summer  terms  were  taught  by  Carrie  Taylor. 
The  Winter  term  by  Flora  G.  Cilley,  of  Hill. 

District  No.  7.     (Stone  Bridge.) 

A  Wtnter  term  was  taught  here  by  Bertha  A.  Thompson.  It  was 
her  first  experience  in  teaching.  The  discipline  was  good.  Both 
teacher  and  pupils  were  interested  in  their  work  and  commendable 
Drogress  was  made. 

District  No.  8.     (Clark's  Corner.) 

Mabel  J.  Simonds,  teacher.  Miss  Simonds  had  special  training 
for  her  work  and  some  experience  in  teaching.  The  school  made  good 
progress  under  her  instruction,  particularly  in  the  branch  of  reading.
